Magnolia Moving 
Away From Millwood 
Pipeline for Water 
When this editor went to 


Washington in the 1950s and 
made the initial appeal to include 
reserves for municipal, in- 
dustrial, and agricultural water 
in the then pending plans for 
Millwood Reservoir—a plan 
subsequently enacted by the 
Congress—it was generally 
expected the water-short cities of 
Southwest Arkansas would unite 
in building a pipeline to 
Millwood. 


But Texarkana looked else- 


where—and now Magnolia is 
making noises about building a 
dam close to home. 


A meeting has been called in 


the Columbia county-seat town 
for 7 p.m. March 30 in the junior 
high school auditorium to 
discuss a dam on Dorcheat 
Bayou. The proposed structure 
would create a 17,500-acre 
reservoir that could be expected 
to produce 80 million gallons a 
day. 


This project in its own county, 


under discussion for several 
years, explains why Magnolia is 
cool to Hope's offer to join hands 
in building a pipeline to Millwood 
Reservoir. 


The U.S. Corps of Engineers 


can't help Hope in this matter. 
Their obligation never extended 
to pipeline construction—it 
ended when Millwood was 
completed. As a matter of fact, 
the Corps now is working with 
Magnolia on the Dorcheat Bayou 
project. Col. Herbert Haar, 
district engineer in charge of the 
New Orleans district of the 
Corps, will be the principal 
speaker at Magnolia March 30. 


The conclusion is obvious: If 


there's to be a pipeline from 
Millwood Reservoir it will 
probably be up to Hope to build it 
alone. 


I still think the pipeline will 


eventually be built. It's a 
necessity if our city expects any 
substantial 
growth—for 
an 


unlimited supply of good water is 
a prime requisite not only for 
population but industry also, not 
to mention the likelihood of 
irrigation for fanning. 


Meanwhile it behooves us to 


have some observers on hand at 
that Magnolia meeting March 30. 
We need to know the facts about

Decision on 
Welfare Plan 
Said Hear 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee is nearing a decision on 
legislation that would relieve 
states of much of their welfare 
costs and institute a modified 
version of President Nixon's 
family assistance plan. 


The crucial question of how 


much support to be provided 
needy families remains 
un- 


settled after weeks of closed 
door meetings. 


It appeared likely, however, 


the yearly floor of federal sup- 
port would be set at not less 
than $2,200 for a family of four, 
with a provision for additional 
matching funds to states pro- 
viding more than the minimum. 


This would represent a com- 


promise solution to the problem 
of regional cost-of-Hving differ- 
ences. 


The original Nixon proposal 


last year was for a $1,600 year- 
ly cash support for a family, 
supplemented by food stamps 
valued at about $860. The plan 
now shaping up substitutes 
cash for the food stamps. 


Even at what is considered 


the minimum $2,200 level, com- 
mittee sources said, the new 
plan would represent at least 
some saving in welfare costs 
for states participating in the 
federal 
matching 
fund 
pro- 


gram. 


The committee was reported 


nearer agreement on a com- 
plete federal takeover of the 
welfare programs that now pay 
benefits to about 2 million aged 
persons, 81,000 blind and 918,000 
disabled adults.

5 States Vote 
to Lower 
Voting Age 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Five 


states have approved a con- 
stitutional amendment lowering 
the voting age to 18, launching 
the ratification process aimed 
at extending the franchise to 11 
million Americans before next 
year's elections. 


Minnesota and Delaware leg- 


islators approved the proposed 
26th Amendment Tuesday less 
than an hour after the House, 
in a 400-19 vote, completed con- 
gressional action. Tennessee, 
Connecticut 
and 
Washington 


followed quickly. 


Thirty-eight state legislatures 


must ratify the amendment be- 
fore it becomes a part of the 
Constitution. The 10 amend- 
ments approved in this century 
have required an average of 15 
months for ratification. 


The amendment provides no 


citizen 18 or older may be de- 
nied the vote in any election on 
account of age. The practical ef- 
fect is to allow persons 20, 19 or 
18 to vote in state and local 
elections. 


Congress approved last year 


a bill reducing the voting age 
to 18 for all elections. But the 
Supreme Court held the law 
could apply only in federal 
elections, that states have the 
right to set their own voting 
qualifications. 


The new amendment swept 


through the Senate two weeks 
ago by a vote of 94 to 0. 


Twenty states have beaten ef- 


forts in the past 10 years to 
lower their voting age to 18. 
But backers of the 26th Amend- 
ment predict last year's Su- 
preme Court decision will re- 
sult in quick ratification. 


Crime to 
Defile Flag 
Law Upheld 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


New York law that makes it a 
crime to defile or cast con- 
tempt upon the American flag 
"either by words or act" was 
upheld today by an equally di- 
vided Supreme Court. 


At the same time, the court 


affirmed the conviction of a 
Madison Ave. art gallery owner 
who exhibited sculpture by a 
war protester displaying the 
flag as a male sex organ. 


All the states and the federal 


government have laws that for- 
bid the desecration of the flag. 


Since the court split 4 to 4, 


the decision was not accom- 
panied by any statement of the 
justices' views or even how in- 
dividual justices voted. The tie 
resulted from the 
self-dis- 


qualification of Justice William 
O. Douglas, who also gave no 
explanation. 


The gallery owner, Stephen 


Radich, was sentenced to 60 
days in jail or a $500 fine. In 
February 1970 the New York 
State Court of Appeals upheld 
the conviction 5 to 2. The ruling 
said Radich may have a sin- 
cere ideological viewpoint but 
he cannot use "insults to a 
flag" to express it.

Australia 
Hiring U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP)-At the 


rate of 1,000 inquiries a week, 
American 
teachers 
are 
in- 


undating Australian educators 
with responses to an advertis- 
ing campaign inviting them to 
leave the United 
States 
to 


"teach in the happy country 
down under." 


It is the second year that the 


Australian state of New South 
Wales has come to America 
market looking for math and 
science teachers, the Australian 
embassy said. 


Last year 300 teachers were 


hired from the 14,000 persons 
who inquired, said Bill Robin- 
son, 
a New South Wales re- 


cruitment officer. He said this 
year's hiring 
goal is 1,000 


teachers. 


Australian states are respon- 


sible for their own education 
systems, Lionel Mead, Austra- 
lian immigration attache, said, 
and at the present time are 
unable to supply enough teach- 
ers "as more people are going 
on to secondary school." 


The states of Victoria and 


Tasmania already have been in 
America recruiting small num- 
bers of math and science in- 
structors, he said, and the 
states of South 
Australia, 


Queensland 
and 
Western 


Australia "May come in later" 
looking for teachers. 


New South Wales has estab- 


lished an office at the Hotel 
McAlpin in New York City and 
is advertising in professional 
magazines and other media to 
reach potential teachers in all 
50 states and Canada, recruiter 
Robinson said. 


New South Wales describes 


salaries as "comparable to oth- 
er professional salaries." A fed- 
eral 
government 
pamphlet 


states that a teacher with a 
bachelor's degree would get $3,- 
677 the first year and $5,412 aft- 
er 
10 years 
under 
present 


scales. 


Robinson said his state is pri- 


marily looking for young teach- 
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ers. He said he had been "sur- 
prised at the number of Ameri- 
can couples applying. They rep- 
resent about 20 per cent of the 
total." 


Hepatitis 
Vaccine Is 
Developed

NEW YORK (AP) - A New 


York University scientist re- 
ported today the successful im- 
munization of humans against 
the most serious form of hepa- 
titis, a major step toward the 
development of a vaccine. 


If a vaccine is developed, 


perhaps 
within five to nine 


years, 
the 
disease—serum 


hepatitis—could be controlled in 
much the same way that polio 
vaccine has virtually eradi- 
cated polio in this country. 


The report came from Dr. 


Saul Krugman, chairman of the 
pediatrics department of the 
New York University Medical 
Center. 


"We do not yet have an effec- 


tive vaccine," Krugman said in 
an interview, "but the door is 
being pushed ajar." 


Hepatitis is a virus-caused 


disease, attacking the liver and 
causing 
jaundice, 
nausea, 


weakness and other stymptoms. 


Generally, 
there 
are 
two 


kinds of hepatitis, serum and 
infectious. Serum hepatitis can 
be transmitted in blood trans- 
fusions or from contaminated 
needles. Infectious hepatitis is 
generally spread through in- 
fected food or water or person- 
to-person. 


But 
these 
traditional dis- 


tinctions are now being found 
to overlap, with some serum 
hepatitis spreading through di- 
rect or indirect contract. Serum 
hepatitis 
is 
usually 
more 


serious, especially in adults. It 
can be fatal. 


Krugman said his research 


team used a serum made from 
the serum hepatitis strain of 
virus, called MS2 virus, and 
mixed it with distilled water, 
then boiled the solution for one 
minute. 


This preparation, 
Krugman

MIAMI—(NEA)—Chuck Tanner, in his first full season 


as a major league manager, says he is trying to remake 
the Chicago White Sox into the image of the Go-Go Sox of 
yesteryear. He says the White Sox will steal many more 
bases 'in 1971 than they did in 1970. And he is showing 
them how, even though in eight years as a utility out- 
fielder for the Braves. Cubs, Indians and Angels he stole 
a total of two. 


When an eyebrow is arched at the apparent contradic- 


tion, Tanner rejoins. "It's true, I was not a good base 
stealer. But then I wasn't a good hitter or fielder, either." 


The White Sox were the worst team in big-league base- 


ball last season, losing 106 games and finishing 42 games 
out of first place. They also led the majors in lowest at- 
tendance, less than half a million. Meanwhile, 1.6 million 
Chicagoans were attending Cub games across town. 


Tanner took over the White Sox for the last two weeks 


of the season. "Just to observe," he says. 


First, he noticed that the distance from home plate to 


first base on the new Astroturf infield was too far. "Our 
players were in the habit of running only 80 feet," said 
Tanner, "and then they slowed down." 


Inexplicably, a base runner would occasionally emerge 


for the White Sox. Of course, he kept as close to the cov- 
eted base as possible. So the team stole 53 bases, three 
short of a club record set by Wally Moses in 1943 and tied 
by Luis Aparicio in 1959. 


During the off-season the White Sox made several 


deals to increase their speed. Newcomers include Pat

Defeated Measures 


Two of my biggest disap- 


pointments were the defeat in 
this session of a law to limit 
campaign expenditures. The bill 
which was offered and defeated 
was a poorly drafted bill which 
would 
have 
invited 
more 


loopholes than it would have 
effectively closed. The bill 
should have been defeated, as it 
was. for this reason. My 
disappointment 
was 
that 


another, more realistic bill was 
not drafted. I do believe there is 
somewhat of a voter revolt 
against excessive campaign 
spending, particularly on the 
national 
congressional and 


gubernatorial levels. Many of the 
candidates who spent the most 
lost their elections. This was the 
case in Arkansas and Texas. 


Another disappointment was 


the Governor's veto of the bill 
which would 
authorize an 


election on a $300 million high- 
way bond issue. It is the general 
feeling that Governor Bumpers 
used his veto because 
the 


legislature had failed to approve 
his 
request for toll road 


legislation. 


One 
of 
Arkansas' 
chief 


liabilities is the lack of a good 
highway 
system. 
In 
my 


judgment the economy suffers 
much greater from its lack than 
the cost of the investment. A 
state highway system, like its 
educational system, is directly 
related to its economic growth. 


It is my feeling that Southwest, 


Southeast 
and 
Northeast 


Arkansas have been neglected 
by too many administrations. A 
highway bond issue might ac- 
celerate the economies of those 
areas faster than anything else, 
short of the discovery of gold. It 
is certainly vital to potential 
industrial development. The 
tragedy is that on bond issue the 
Federal government matches 
$40 of state money with $60 of 
Federal money. 


It is my hope that the Governor 


will reconsider this in two years. 
Time is of the essence, as they 
say. 


State Self-Insurance 


Program 


The House last week passed 52 


to 40 a bill which would put the 
state into the self-insurance 
business. I voted against the 
program for a variety of reasons, 
foremost of which is that it has 
been tried in other states and has 
often proven to be an utter 
catastrophe. I will grant that it 
has worked reasonably well in 
some states. 


The bill, as adopted, would 


allow the state to insure schools 
and public institutions. The state 
was forced into this situation 
partly by the default of the in- 
surance industry. Because of 
vandalism, campus riots, etc, 
private insurance companies 
skyrocketed the premiums to 
schools. 


My vote was more of a vote of 


question rather than negativism. 
I simply question the govern- 
ment getting into an industry 
traditionally 
reserved 
for 


private enterprise. I am also 
reluctant to add another major 
administrative 
budgeting and 


departmental headache at the 
very time we are attempting to 
bring greater economy and ef- 
ficiency to state government. 


The bill passed by only two 


votes above 
the 
minimum 


necessary and now it goes to the 
Senate. I would like to explore 
some 
alternatives: 
like 


spreading the risk among all 
casualty 
companies 
doing 


business in Arkansas with a 
guaranteed percentage of profit 
like that enjoyed by public 
utilities. If the loss were over the 
amount 
insured 
then 
the 


legislature could vote to sub- 
sidize the companies 
with 


emergency funds. I really don't 
have enough facts to support this 
idea, but it seems more realistic 
to me than Arkansas, as a state, 
entering a business it knows 
nothing about administratively. 


I also think the insurance in- 


dustry needs to do some fast soul 
searching about its public rights 
and responsibilities as an in- 
dustry. Sorry, if I got up on a 
soapbox, folks, but I do have 
rather strong feelings about 
states and businesses acting 
responsibly.

Group Seeks

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


new bipartisan effort to get all 
U.S. troops out of Southeast 
Asia by the end of the year is 
in the works here and will be 
announced this week, it has 
been learned. 


The lobby will feature inde- 


pendent but similar drives in 
the House and Senate, with spe- 
cial emphasis on 
attracting 


lawmakers who have supported 
Johnson and Nixon-adminis- 
tration war policies. 


Helping coordinate the effort 


is Common Cause, a Washing- 
ton-based citizens lobby headed 
by John Gardner, former secre- 
tary of health, education and 
welfare. 


The campaign, called Coali- 


tion to Help End the War, is 
one of several recent efforts on 
Capitol Hill aimed at getting 
the United States out of. Viet- 
nam. 


The drive actually started 


last week with a letter to sena- 
tors from Sen. Charles McC. 
Mathias, R-Md., and Sen. Dan- 
iel K. Inouye, D-Hawaii. They 
asked support for a statement 
favoring "the termination of all 
American military action in or 
over Indochina and the with- 
drawal of all American mili- 
tary forces from Indochina this 
year." 


No legislation or formal reso- 


lutions are involved so far. 
Sources close to the effort said 
the goal is to get a simple nu- 
merical Senate majority to sign 
the Mathias-Inouye statement 
and 218 representatives to sign 
a similar statement in the 
House. 


It was understood the House 


letter is running into trouble 
from Republicans. "Many Re- 
publicans don't want to seem to 
be the tail on the Democratic

said. 


"They're afraid of seeming to 
be merely a side show." 


Several bills and resolutions 


already have been introduced 
in the House this session aimed 
at speeding U.S. withdrawal 
from South Vietnam.

Defense tor 
Calley in 
Protest

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 


Unaware of a defense demand 
that they be prodded to work 
harder toward a verdict, I,t. 
William L. Calley's murder 
trial jurors asked for yet anoth- 
er read-back of testimony to- 
day. 


It is the eighth day of their 


deliberations in the My Lai 
trial that has spanned the sea- 
sons from autumn into spring— 
the longest court-martial in his- 
tory. 


The request was for the testi- 


mony of Sidney Kye of Kansas 
City, Kan., who had said he 
saw Calley firing into what ap- 
peared to him to be a ditch, 
and Daniel Hill, a helicopter 
crew chief who said in a depos- 
ition he saw bodies there before 
Calley and his men entered the 
village. 


Calley is charged with killing 


at least 70 people at that ditch, 
the main execution site accord- 
ing to the government. 


The other site was at the 


crossing of two village trails, 
where Calley is accused of kill- 
ing at least 30. The trail in- 
cident occurred first. 


The jurors already had listen- 


ed for the second time to testi-

'ITIS' Is the Tipoff 
To Inflammation 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 


like to know what gastritis is 
and also colitis. Are they re- 
lated in any way? Also, what 
are some of the f o o d s it 
would be better not to eat? 
What is good to take for it? 


Dear Reader—There are a 


few standard clues to medi- 
cal terminology that are use- 
ful for everyone to know. 
One of these is the ending 
ITIS. Whenever you see this 
term used you can be cer- 
tain that it means inflam- 
mation. Thus, gastritis is in- 
flammation of the stomach. 
Colitis is inflammation of the 
colon. Appendicitis is inflam- 
mation of the appendix. Lar- 
yngitis in inflammation of 
the larynx. Sinusitis is in- 
flammation of the sinus. Bur- 
sitis is inflammation of the 
bursae (the lining around 
the joints). Nephritis is in- 
flammation of the kidneys 
(nephro refers to kidneys). 
Cystitis is inflammation of 
the bladder. 


Inflammation does not al- 


ways mean an infection, al- 
though that is one way to 
p r o d u c e it. Inflammation 
can be caused by chemical 
trauma, mechanical trauma, 
burns and radiation, as well 
as infection. 


Gastritis is usually caused 


by an excess amount of the 
acid pepsin juice normally 
secreted by the stomach. 
You can, of course, have an 
acute gastritis, like the per- 
son who has alcoholic gas- 
tritis after an episode of 
drinking too much alcohol. 
Colitis is often 
associated 


with poor bowel habits and 
sometimes nervous tension. 
Impulses from the nervous 
system, usually as a result 
of prolonged a n x i e t y and 
stress, can at least contrib- 
ute to the problem of gastri- 
tis and colitis. In both in- 
stances it is better to eat 
mild, bland foods and avoid 
those which are h e a v i l y 
spiced. 
Low-fat 
milk, un- 


c r e a m e d cottage cheese, 
vegetables, b a k e d chicken 
and fish^are, usually toler- 
ated. Some people with co- 
litis have trouble with cer- 
tain vegetables, but they will 
soon learn which ones to 
avoid. 


Gastritis is often relieved 


by taking antacids usually 
those made with aluminum 
hydroxide which can be ob- 
tained in either tablet or 
liquid form in the drugstore 
without a prescription. Per- 
sons who have a persistent 
problem with either their 
stomach or their colon, how- 
ever, should see a physician

security benefit at age 60 and one 
at age 62? 


A. A widow may be entitled to 


reduced benefits on her deceased 
husband's record at age 60. The 
benefit would be 71% per cent of 
the husband's social security 
benefit. If, however, she waits 
until age 62 to begin receiving 
her widow's benefit, it will be 
82V4 per cent of her husband's 
benefit. 


Q. My retirement check did not 


come on the third of the month as 
usual. What should I do about it? 


A. When a regular social 


security payment has not been 
received by the sixth of the 
month, a report should be made 
to the soch! security office and 
an investigation will be made as 
to the reason for delay. A 
beneficiary who changes his 
address should notify the social 
security office as well as the Post 
Office to assure delivery of his 
check as well as other mail. 


Q. I will be age 65 in October, 


1971. 
I am still working and 


cannot easily get off work to 
come into the office. Is there 
some other way that I can make 
an application? 


A. Yes. We can complete your 


application by telephone and 
send it to you for signature. 


Q. My husband is 59 years old, 


and he receives disability in- 
surance. Will this affect the 
amount 
of his 
retirement 


benefits when he is 65? 


A. No. Retirement benefits are 


not 
reduced 
because 
a 


beneficiary 
has 
received 


disability payments before age 
65. 


Q. I have received widow's 


insurance since I was 62.1 will be 
65 years old in December of this 
year. How do I apply for 
Medicare? 


A. About three months before 


you reach age 65, you will 
receive a card by mail asking if 
you want to enroll for Medical 
Insurance. You just check "Yes" 
or "No", sign your name, and 
return the card in the envelope 
which will be enclosed, and your 
Medicare will be effective at the 
beginning of the month of your 
sixty-fifth birthday.
